ANNOUNCER;  Here  we  go  to  the  Pine  Cone  Ranger  District  up  in  the  National 
Foresto  Some  folks  have  the  mistaken  idea  that  Uncle  Sam’s  Forest 

Rangers  have  an  easy-going  time  of  it  Just  riding  through  the  hills  on 
their  horses,  or  directing  visitors  to  points  of  interest o But  they  don’t 
see  the  Ranger  when  he’s  plodding  through  storms  on  his  way  to  find  a 
break  in  the  telephone  line,  or  fighting  a raging  forest  fire  that 
threatens  to  destroy  timber  and  burn  up  the  homes  of  ranchers  and  campers, 
They  don’t  see  the  Ranger  when  he's  covered  with  dust  from  head  to  foot 
as  he  counts  cattle  or  sheep  into  the  grazing  range.  However,  Uncle  Sam’s 
Forest  Rangers  take  the  good  with  the  bad,  and  call  it  all  part  of  the 
day's  worko  And  often  they  find  time  to  take  a real  part  in  the  life  of 
their  local  communities,  to  serve  in  local  welfare  activities  or  to  help 
out  in  programs  at  the  schools  and  clubs. 

Today,  we  find  Ranger  Jim  Robbins  at  the  Winding  Creek  school 
house  where  he  and  Jerry  Quick,  his  assistant  Ranger,  are  showing  a 
Forest  Service  movie  to  the  pupils^,  Jerry  is  running  the  projector, 
while  Jim  talks  to  the  children  and  explains  the  pictures.  I’m  afraid 
we’ve  missed  most  of  the  show,  though  - it  looks  like  they’re  just 
wlndlngup  the  last  picture  ,,  
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(FADING  IN)  And  I want  all  of  you  girls  and  boys  to  rensember 
that  our  National  Forests  belong  to  each  one  of  you  Just  as 
nuch  as  to  anyone  elseo  Tbs.t’s  why  we  should  all  do  our  share 
to  protecting  thenio  When  you  go  on  your  next  picnic  or 
camping  trip,  remember  to  break  every  match  before  you  throw 
it  away,  and  to  see  that  every  campfire  is  put  out  before  you 
leave  Ito  If  you  discover  a fire  you  must  notify  the  nearest 
Ranger  station  or  tell  some  one  who  will,  Just  the  way  the  men 
did  in  the  moving  pictures  you  saw  this  aftemoono  Now,  that’s 
all  the  pictures  we’ll  have  today,  but  we'll  have  some  more  for 
you  again  some  timOc

As  much  as  I've  seen  of  the  forests,  I enjoyed  the  pictures 
myselfo 


JERRY S 

I think  they  tell  a good  storjo  Even  if  you  do  know  all

JIMS 

Well  the  Forest  service  pictures  have  quite  a reputation  some 

places,  they  say.  They  have  special  built  trucks  to  carry 

the  projectors  and  film  and  go  from  town  to  town  showing  them 

to  the  people,  to  show  ’em  why  they  need  to  be  careful  about 

firso  They  call  the  trucks  "show  boats" » A lot  of  those  folks

(AUTO  HORN  OFF) 

(FADING)  Jerry's  blowing  for  mSo  S' long  Bess^ 

(DOOR  OPENS  AND  SLAMS)  (MOTOR  UP) 

(OFF  MIKE)  Okay,  boys,  let's  gOo  Step  on  it,  JohnnyJ 
(MOTOR  TO  ROAR  WITH  SIREN) 

(STACCATO  TRANS  MUSIC) 

(MOTOR  AND  SIREN  FADE  IN  SLOWING  DOWN) 

(FADING  IN)  Stop  here^  Johnny,  Pull  off  the  road,  Watch 
that  ditch„ 

Look,  Jlai,  somebody already  been  here. 

Yeah,  looks  like  they've  got  the  fire  pretty  well  under 
control,
